the Miſſiſippi, having reported thereon, and their report 
being amended to read as follows: That there are ſans 
dry French ſettlements on the river Miſſiſippi, within the 


tract which Mr. Morgan and his aſſociates propoſe to pur. 
chaſe. Near the mouth of the river Kaſkaſkies, there is a 


village which appears to have contained near eighty families 
from the beginning of the late revolution. There are 
twelve families in a imall village at la Prairie du Rochers, 


and near fifty families at the Kahokia village. There are 


alſo four or five families at fort Chartres and St. Philips, 
which is five miles farther up the river. The heads of 
families in thoſe villages appear each of them to have had 
a certain quantity of arable land allotted to them, and a 


proportionate quantity of meadow and of wood-land or 


paſture. Your committee are of the opinion, that from 
any general ſale which may be made of the lands on the 
Miſſiſippi, there ſhould at leaſt be a reſerve of ſo much land 
as may fatisfy all the juſt claims of the antient ſettlers on 


that river, and that they ſhould be confirmed in the poſ- 


ſeſſion of ſuch lands as they may have had at the beginning 


of the late revolution, which may have been allotted to 


them according to the laws or uſages of the governments 
under which they have reſpectively ſettled. And whereas 
an additional quantity of land may be neceſſary for the ſup- 


port of thoſe people whenever the ſettlement ſhall encreaſe,

{all become leſs profitable; your committte are of the 
opinion that {ach allowance ſhould alſo be made to them 
within the reſerved limits. Vour committee obſerve that 
in the contract which is already made for the ſale of a tract 
of land in the weſtern country, the purchaſers are to be 
charged with ſurveying three lots which are reſerved for 
the benefit of the United States. They conceive that 
future contractors may be relieved from this expence, but 
they would propoſe that every agreement hereafter to be 
made ſhall be equally binding on the contracting parties;

removed upon the diſſolution of the comptroller's office; 
of thoſe certificates, thus ſtolen, the greater part have ſin 
been recovered, but a deficiency of 2,087 dollars and y 
ninetieths of a dollar yet remains. What, or whether 
any other certificates have been taken away in like manner, 
is not yet diſcovered, The above robbery, however, in 
tie opinion of your committee, clearly evinces the impro- 
priety of {uttering public ſecurities taken up by the com.

The troops at preſent in ſervice on the frontiers, were 
raifed for three years, in conlequence of the reſolves of Con. 
greſs paſſed April, 1785. 

The eltabliſhment was to conſiſt of the field and compa- 
ny commiſſioned officers, and ſeven hundred non-commil. 
tioned officers and privates, to be raiſed agreeably to the 
proportions ſpecified by the ſtates of Connecticut, New. 
York, New- Jerley, and Pennſylvania; about four hundred 
recruits were engaged in 1785, and about one hundred and 
eighty in 1786, and marched to the Ohio, except a ſmall 

rarri{on of an officer, one ſerjeant, and fifteen privates ſta. 
tioned at Welt Point. The further completion of the ef- 
tahliſhment was prevented by a deficiency of the public 
finances, 

Of the non-com miſſioned officers and privates engag. 
ed in 1785, about three hundred and fifry- eight re. 
main in fervice, but are, or ſoon will be entitled to their 
diſcharge ; and thoſe enliited in 1786, will be entitled to 
be alſo diſcharged previous to July, 1789. 

In order to replace the deficiencies which would ariſe 
from the expiration of the terms of enliſtment, Congrels 
on the 3d of October, 1787, made a provition for re- en- 
liſting ſeven hundred non-commiſſioned officers and pri- 
vates, and apportioned them on the fame ſtates which had 


. raiſed the troops in 1785, in order to re-enliſt as many as 


poſſible of the old ſoldiers. 
It appears by information of the ſecretary at war, that 


the ſtates of Connecticut, New-Jerſey and Pennſylvania, 


have fully complied with the acts of Congreſs of the third 


of October, 1787. But that the late legiſſature of the ſtate 


of New-York omitted to pals the neceſſary Jaws for this 
purpoſe 
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purpoſe, although it is highly probable that the buſineſs 
will be effected early in the firſt ſeſſion of the Legiſlature. 


That it appears from the letter of brigadier general 


Harmar of the 15th of June laſt, that the officers under

Beſides t he before recited troops there are in the ſervice, 
Wo companies of artillery raiſed by virtue of the reſolves 
of Congreſs of the 20th of October, 1786, and retained in 
ſervice by the reſolve of Congreſs of the th of April, 
1787, and a ſmall detachment at Weſt Point of thirteen 
non-commiſſioned and privates raiſed by virtue of the acts 


Theſe companies of artillery were each completed on the 
firſt of May, 1787, to the eſtabliſhment of ſeventy non- 
commiſſioned officers and privates, but they have been c- 
ceedingly reduced by deſertion ſince this period This un- 
worthy conduct has been induced principally from an in- 
equality in their treatment, they being held in ſervice, 
while others, enliſted on the fame terms, by virtue of the 
relolves of the 20th of October, 1786, have been diſ- 
charged, combined alſo with the irregularity of their pay- 
ments; both of theſe companies amount at preſent only to 
leventy-one non-commiſſioned officers and privates. They 
have ſerved about one half the term for which they were 
engaged, and have yet to ſerve about eighteen months.

ſecurity of employment ſo neceſſary to a due preparation 


ably to the orders of Congrels of the 25th of June, 
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The feeretary at war intended to have had them compleat; 
ed early in the preſent year, and to have ordered one of 
them to the frontiers ; but money and cloathing could not 
be obtained in ſeaſon for this object. 
One of the companies is ſtationed at Weſt- Point, on 
Hudſon's river, and the other at the arſenal at Springfield, 
on Connecticut river. A garriſon at W eſt Point appears tobe 
eſſential for guarding the valuable public property which is 
depotited there. Springfield might probably be entruſted 
to an officer and fifteen non- commiſſioned aud privates. 
The time which theſe companies have to ſerve is not 
ſo great as to juſtify the filling them up and marching them 
to the frontiers, unleſs there ſhould be ſome preſſing de. 
mand for the meaſure. The moſt economical arrangement 
would be, to reduce the commiſſioned officers of one com. 
pany, and transfer the non-commiſſioned officers and pri- 
vates to the other, Which would complete the ſame.

The troops enliſted in 1785, have already received two 
complete ſuits, and molt of them have one Four” s clothing, 
complete, due to them. 

Provilion was made for the third year's clothing, but 
the ſecretary at war has been conſtrained to apply it tor the 
recruits, otherwiſe they could not have been enliſted, good 
clothing being the greateſt inducement for a recruit to en. 
liſt into the ſervice. 

The board of treaſury have advertiſed for a contract for 
Bolhing: and hope to ſacceed—In which caſe the old fol 
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giers who have re-enliſted, will receive their third ſuit in 
October next. Thoſe of this deſcription who will be diſ- 
charged, will probably prefer a compenſation in money to 
the clothing.

FoRT STEUBEN—At the rapids of the Ohio, on the

This 
poſt is eſtabliſhed to cover the country from the incurſions 
of the Indians, and it alſo ſerves as a poſt of communica.

PosT VIXCENNES—On the Wabaſh is a work erected 
during the year 1787, and has four ſmall braſs cannon.

Ample! W e have been repeatedly tranſmitted by 
the ſecretary at war to the commanding officer, relative to 
the various objects for which the troops are placed on the 
frontiers. 

The poſts they were to occupy, and che nature of the 
fortifications to be erected, have been pointed out. 

The diſcipline of the troops, and particularly che ſoldi-

But as the expence of erecting ſuitable buildings for this 
purpoſe will be great, it will perhaps be thought adviſa- 
ble to defer it for the preſent. _ „ 
Ihe arms at Springfield are new and in excellent or- 
der, the ſecretary at war having had the whole taken to 
PRESS, cleaned, and placed in racks prepared for the pur- 
pole. | : T 3 
About five thouſand arms have been repaired at Welt- 
Point, and are fit for immediate ſervice—About ten thou- 
and of the others, are ſuppoſed to be worth repairing, and 
this neceſlary work is going on at that poſt on a ſmall 
ſcale. To employ the number of workmen requilite to 
effect the buſineſs in one year, would be two expenſive for 
the public finances. Theſe arms would probably on an 
average coſt about one dollar and an half each to put them 
in complete order—Between four and five thouſand arms 
are in Virginia, the moſt of which require repairs. 

The new arms in Philadelphia are in ſuch a ſtate of repair as 
to need cleaning only. The ſecretary at war has been 
conſtrained to defer this operation, until a ſuitable build- 
ing could be obtained, or an arfenal erected, in which ſo to 
depolit them that they can be kept eaſily in order. 

The powder at Springfield and Weſt-Point, which 
Places include the greateſt quantities in poſſeſſion of the 
public, is in excellent order great attention has been an- 
nually paid to this article in having it aired, cleaned, prov- 
ed, well packed, and alſo turned frequently. as 
I The braſs cannon and mortars are and will remain fit for 
Immediate ſervice—But it is to be remarked generally tot 
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no new carriages for the cannon or beds for the mortars 
have been made ſince the peace. At Springfield there are 
a number of new cannon carriages which have never been 
in ſervice, and alſo at Weft-Point there are a number fit 
for ſervice, but in general the carriages which were left at 
the cloſe of the war are too defective for uſe. 

This object will require attention when the finances of 
the Union will admit of replacing the carriages, without 
which the cannon are of little ſervice.

ſacrifice muſt depend as well on ſituation and circumſtante, 
as on the object to be obtained. It is at all times difficult

AMENDMENTS TO THF BODY OF 
THE CONSTITUTION. 
Firſt. That each tate in the union ſhall raſpeSively re- 


tain every power, Joritdicuion, and right, . which is not by 
this 
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this conſtitution delegated to the Congreſs of the United 
States, or to the departments of the federal government. 
Second, That there ſhall be one repreſentative for every 
thirty thouſand according to the enumeration or cenſus 
mentioned in the conſtitution, until the whole number 
of repreſentatives amounts to two hundred ; after which 
that number ſhall be continued or encreaſed as the Con- 
greſs ſhall direct, upon the principles fixed by the conſtitu— 
tion by apportioning the repreſentatives of each ſtate to 
ſome greater number of people from time to time as popu- 
lation encreaſes. Third. W hen Congreſs ſhall lay direct taxes 
or exciſes, they ihall immediately inform the executive power 
of each ſtate, of the quota of ſuch ſtate, according to the 
cenſus herein directed, which is propoſed to be thereby 
raiſed ; and if the legiſlature of any ſtate ſhall paſs a law 
which ſhall be effectual for raiſing ſuch quota at the time 
required by Congreſs, the taxes and exciſes laid by Con- 
greſs ſhall not be collected in ſuch ſtate, Fourth. That 
the members of the ſenate and houſe of repreſentatives 
ſhall be ineligible to, and incapable of holding any civil of- 
fice under the authority of the United States, during the 
time for which they ſhall reſpectively be elected. Fifth.” 
That the journals of the procecdings of the ſenate and 
houſe of repreſentatives ſhall be publiſhed at leaſt once in 
very year, except ſuch parts thereof relating to treatics, 
alliances, or military operations, as in their judgn-nt re- 
guire ſecrecy. Sixth. That a regular ſtatement and account of 
the receipts and expenditures of all public money thall be 
publiſhed at leaſt once in every year. Seventh, That no 
commercial treaty {hall be ratified without the concurrence 
of two-thirds of the whole number of the members of the 
ſenate; and no treaty, ceding, contracting, reſtraining or 
ſuſpending the territorial rights or claims of the United 
States, or any of them or their, or any of their rights or 
claims to fiſhing in the American ſeas, or navigating the 
American rivers, ſhall be but in cafes of the moſt urgent 
and extreme neceſſity, nor ſhall any ſuch treaty be rat 1ted 
without the concurrence of three-fourths of the whole 
number of the members of both houſes reipectively. EHI“. 
That no navigation law, or law regulating commerce, ſhall 
be palied without the conſent of tWo-thirds of the mem. 
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bers preſent in both houſes. Ninth. That no ſtanding 
army or regular troops thall be raifed or kept up in time 
of peace, without the conſent of two-thirds of the members 
preſent in both houſes, Tenth. That no ſoldier ſhall be 
enliſted for any longer term than four years, except in 
time of wer, aud then for no longer term than the continu- 
ance of rhe war. Eleventh, That each ſtate reſpectively, 
ſhall have the power to provide for organizing, arming, and 
_ diſciplining its own militia, whenſoever Congreſs ſhall 
omit or neglect to provide for the ſame. Thar the militia 
ſhall not be ſubject to martial law, except when jn actual 
ſervice in time of war, invalion, or rebellion; and when 
not in the actual ſervice of the United States, ſhall be ſub. 
ject only to ſuch fines, penalties and puniſhments as ſhall 
be directed or inflicted by the laws of its own ſtate, 
Twelfth, That the excluſive power of legiſlation given to 
Congrets over the federal town, and its adjacent diſtrict, 
and other places purchaſed or to be purchaſed by Congreſs 
of any of the ſtates, ſha!] extend only to ſuch regulations as 
reſpect the police and good government thereof. Thir- 
teenth. Than no perſon ſhall be capable of being preſident 
of the United States or more than eight years in any term 
of ſixteen years. Fourteenth. That the judicial power of 
the United States ſhall be veſted in one ſupreme court, and 
in ſuch courts of admiralty as Congreſs may from time to 
time ordain and eſtabliſh in any of the different ſtates : The 
Judicial power ſhall extend to all caſes in law and equity 
ariſing under treaties made, or which ſhall be made under 
the authority of the United States; to all caſes affecting am- 
baſladors, other foreign miniſters and conſuls; to all caſes of 
admiralty and maritime juriſdiction; to controverſies to 
which the United States ſhall be a party; to controverſies 
between two or more ſtates; and between parties claim- 
ing lands under che grants of different ſtates. In all caſes 
affecting ambaſſadors, other foreign miniſters and conſuls, 
and thoſe in which a ſtate ſhall be a party, the ſupreme 
court {hall have original juriſdiction; in all other cafes 
before mentioned, the ſupreme court ſhall have appellate 
juriſdiction as to matters of law only ; except in caſes of 
equity, and of admiralty and maritime juriſdiction, in which 
the ſupreme court {hall have appellate juriſdiction, both as 
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10 law and fact, with ſuch exceptions, and under ſuch re- 


gulations as the Congreſs ſhall make. But the judicial 


power of the United States ihall extend to no caſe where 
the cauſe of action fhall have originated before the ratifi- 
cation of this conſtitution ; except in diſputes between 
ſtates about their territory, diſputes between perſons claim- 


ing lands under the grants of different ſtates, and ſuits for 


debts due to the United States. Fi/teenth. That in crimi- 
nal proſecutions no man ſhall be reſtrained in the exerciſe 
of the uſual and accuſtomed right of challenging or except- 
ing to the jury. Sixtecnih. That Congreſs ſhall not alter, 
modify, or interfere in the times, places, or mannerof hold- 
ing elections for ſenators and repreſentatives, or either of 
them, except when the legiſlature of any ſtate ſhall neglect, 
refuſe, or be diſabled by invaſion or rebellion, to preſcribe 
the ſame. Seventeenth. That thoſe claules which declare 
that Congreſs mall not exerciſe certain powers be not in- 
terpreted in any manner whaticever to extend the powers 
of Congreſs. But that they may be conſtrued either as 
making exceptions to the ſpecified powers where this ſhall 
be the caſe, or otherwiſe as inſerted merely for greater 
caution, Erghteenth, That the laws aſcertaining the com- 
penſation to ſenators and repreſentatives for their ſervices, 
be poſtponed in their operation, until after the election of 
repreſentatives immediately ſucceeding the paſſing thereof ; 
that excepted, which ſhall firſt be paſſed on the ſubject. 
Nineteenth, That ſome tribunal other than the ſenate be 
provided for trying impeachments of ſenators. Twentieth, 
That the ſalary of a judge ſhall not be encreaſed or dimi- 
niſhed during his continuance in office, otherwiſe than by 
gene ral regulations of ſalary which may take place on a re- 
vition of the ſubject at ſtated periods of not leis than ſeven 
years, to commence from the time ſuch ſalaries ſhall be firſt 
alcertained by Congreſs. And the convention do, in the 
name aud behalf of the people of this Commonwealth, en- 
join it upon their repreſentatives in Congreſs, to exert all 
their influence, and uſe all reaſonable and legal methods to
